Accokpix G to the cuſtom we have hitherto adopted of 
beginning each volume with ſome peculiarly intereſting plant, 
we here exhibit one of the moſt rare of the favourite Orchis tribe, 
for which we are obliged to James Brodie, efq. the gentlemari 
who diſcovered Pyrola #uniflora (t. 146.) in Scotland and com- 
municated it to Mr. James Hoy, as Mr. Hoy himſelf has in- 
formed us fince our account of that plant was publiſhed. This 
Satyrium grows in Alpine fir foreſts, not in © paſtures and 
thickets.” Our ſpecimens were ſent freſh from Scotland by the 
poſt, and came in perfectly good order, as plants of this tribe 
dry ſo very ſlowly. 2 

The roots are perennial, truly creeping, not bulbous, very - 
ſucculent, downy, running among moſs, and attaching them- 
ſelves. to decayed fragments and leaves of fir in the manner of 
fungi. Leaves in tufts at the end of each runner, on broad 
ſheathing footſtalks, ovate, ſucculent, ſtrongly 5 or 7-ribbed, and 
reticulated with tranſverſe veiris which ate often brown, and 
the leaves are now and then prettily chequered with that co- 
lour. Stalks erect, 6 or 8 inches high, round, downy upwards, 
clothed with a few alternate ſheathing bracteæ, and terminated . 
' with an erect ſpike of numerous pale fleſh-coloured fragrant 
flowers, leaning one way, but turning a little ſpirally round the 
ſtalk; each being accompanied by a lanceolate, concave, co- 
loured, downy bractea, longer than the germen, which alſo is 
clothed with viſcid downineſs, as well as the three broader ex- 
ternal petals. Haller deſcribes the flower as 1 three 

etals, beſides the nectary, which Lightfoot copies, having pro- 
bably never ſeen the plant alive, for his plate is exceſſively 
faulty, Mr. Sowerby found two internal lanceolate petals (as 
in the figure) which, like thoſe of Orchis u/tulata, are very dif- 
ficult to be detected in a dried ſpecimen, being © glued as it 
were” to the upper one, which the others are not by any means, 
though Haller ſays they are. Perhaps that great naturaliſt might 
make ſlight notes in the field, and confuſe hjmſelf in copying 
them afterwards. Lightfoot's account is compiled from Haller's 
without acknowledgment. His whole book is nearly made up 
of ſuch plagiariſms, and he is hence often deſervedly led aſtray.

1 N ſandy fields of the midland and ſouthern counties, not 
rare in Norfolk and Suffolk, flowering about ſuly. _ 

Root annual, ſmall in proportion to the herb, which often 
becomes very Juxuriant in a manured ſoil. Stem erect, round, 
hairy, leafy, repeatedly forked in the upper part. Leaves ſoft 
and downy, lanceolate, ſeſſile, the lower ones broadeſt, and the 
loweſt obovate. Flowers ſolitary at the diviſions of the ſtem, 
on hairy viſcid ſtalks, which are ſhort at firſt, but afterwards 
lengthened out to about an inch. Calyx white, with green 
angles and veins, its teeth almoſt as long as the tubular part. 
Petals of a cream colour tinged with red, their limb rolled in 
during the day, but unfolding in the evening, and then the 
flowers become very ſweet· ſcented, at leaſt while warm weather 
continues. We believe each flower laſts ſeveral days, the petals 
rolling themſelves up every evening till the impregnation is fully 
accompliſhed. If ſo, how is this involution performed ? Does 
the action of light upon the upper ſurface of each petal ſtimu- 
late that ſurface to contract? The phznomena of ſuch flowers 
as expand or ſmell only by night, deſerve the attention of the 
phyſiologiſt, for they are ruled by very conſtant laws. We re- 
commend them to the evening meditations of the philoſophic 
recluſe, at * that beſt hour of muſing when the mind turns to 
Nature and its Author with peculiar complacency.

ON E of our rarer Engliſh plants, for which we are obliged 
to the Rev. Mr. Abbot of Bedford and the Rev. Mr. Hemſted 
of Newmarket, It grows in pits and ditches which are partly 
dried up, or in places where water has ſtagnated during winter. 

The root is annual, tapering, and not much branched. Stems 
ſeveral ; the principal erect, often branched ; lateral ones ſpread- 
ing and curved upwards; all ſquare, purpliſh, ſmooth, clothed ' 
with numerous, alternate, ſmooth, entire, linear-lanceolate 
leaves, ſome of which now and then approach to an elliptical 
figure. Flowers ſolitary, axillary, ſeſſile, delicate and ſhort- 
lived, appearing in July, purple, and of a regular figure, as we 
think all true ſpecies of Lythrum ought to be, though Linnæus 
has admitted 3 with very unequal petals. They have gene- 
rally 12 teeth to the calyx, alternately erect and ſpreading, 6 
petals, and as many ſtamina; but ſome flowers have only 10 
teeth, 5 petals and 5 ſtamina, or (as Linnæus ſays) exclude x 
fixth part of the natural number in their fructifſication. The 
ſeeds are exceedingly numerous and minute. 

We have ventured, with profeſſor Sibthorp, to make the Lin- 
nxan ſubſtanrive ſpecific name into an adjective, as on former 
occaſions where it could be done.

Tu IS is by far the largeſt and broadeſt Lichen known, often 
meaſuring two or three feet in diameter, and therefore Scopoli's 
original name ampliſſimus ought not to have been changed; but 
Mr. Lightfoot's is ſo apt, and has been ſo generally adopted by 
ractical botaniſts, we retain it in preference to that given by 
r. Hudſon, laciniatus, which is not expreſſive nor diſcriminative 
at all.

Lichen glomuliferus is found, on the trunks of trees in old 
mountainous woods in England, Scotland, and Wales, very 
abundantly in Colonel Johnes's woods at Hafod, where ours 
was gathered. Its fronds fpread looſely over the bark, a little 
imbricated, of a pale glaucous green above when moiſt, whitiſh 
grey when dry, very ſmooth, ſcarcely ever rugged; beneath 
downy, light reddiſh brown, the margin white. They are ele- 
gantly lobed and ſcalloped, the lobes being all round, and the 
little finuſes between them often quite circular. The ſhields 
are numerous, and by no means very rarely produced, not large, 
4 little elevated, their margin ſmooth, of. the colour and ſub- 
ſtance of the frond, out of which indeed it is formed by the 
gradual elevation and increafe of the ſhield from a ſmall im- 
merſed point; the diſk is concave, of a browniſh orange-co- 
lour, darker when dry. Beſides theſe ſhields remarkable tufts 
or balls, of a dark-green ſoft branchy ſubſtance, with a ſolid 
white ſtem, ariſe out of the frond. Theſe are more frequent 
than the ſhields, found on the ſame individual plants, and diſ- 
tinguiſh the ſpecies, being ſuppoſed to have a ſhare in the fruc- 
tification, We will not add any new conjectures to thoſe to be 
found in Withering and Lightfoot, in both which authors this 
curious plant is' well deſcribed:

Tu IS Lieben is next akin to that in our laſt plate, but a 
perfectly diſtinct ſpecies. We prefer Mr. Lightfoot's name alſo - 
in this inſtance, becauſe it has been moſt generally received, and 
is expreſſive of the peculiarly beautiful green which this plant af 
ſumes when moiſtened.

Corv MBINES in a wild ſtate are found in woods, 
thickets,” and paſtures in ſeveral parts of England. bogs are 
not rare in Derbyſhire and Weſtmoreland. Mr. Wagſtaffe of 
Norwich ſent us a ſpecimen from that neighbourhood, where, 
eſpecially about the meadows at St. Faith's Newton, the plant 
grows NN wild, flowering in June. From its frequency 

in gardens, it ſometimes occurs (of various forms and colours) 
about dunghills, but is ſeldom permanent in ſuch places. 

The root is perennial. Stem not very leafy, branched, each 
branch bearing a ſolitary drooping flower. Leaves moſtly ra- 
dical, on very long foot-ſtalks, twice ternate, obtuſely lobed, 
glaucous beneath, ſmooth ;z thoſe on the ſtem nearly ſeſſile, and 
more ſimple, the uppermoſt conſiſting of 3 entire and acute 
leaflets. Sometimes the ſtem bears only ſuch. The ſtem is 
purpliſh and glaucous. Flowers purple, rarely roſe-coloured.

In mountainous ſituations. what the plant loſes in luxuriance 
it gains in neatneſs and elegance of foliage, and then the nec- 
taries are ſometimes found rather leſs curved. Hence Mr. 
Hudſon thought he had diſcovered A. alpina in Weſtmoreland ; 
but on ſeeing Dr. Smith's ſpecimens of the true Alpine Colum- 
bine from Mount Cenis, he allowed it to be quite diſtin& from 
any thing he had obſerved of Britiſh growth. Our Flora there- 
fore can properly boaſt but one ſpecies of this genus.

"Furs tree is moſt frequent in the north-weſt and midland 
counties, though alſo found here and there in Eſſex, Suffolk, 
and Norfolk.

covering the earth copiouſly in the moiſt winter months, par- 


ticularly on ſtrong land. A certain glaucous hue diſtinguiſhes 
it at firſt ſight to thoſe who have ſeen it once, though its mi- 
nuteneſs and figure may have occaſioned its remaining ſo long 
undiſcovered, from its reſemblance to a ſmall Bryum without 


fructification. Even Dillenius never found this plant, but has 


taken it up on Micheli's authority. 


The whole habit is very delicate and membranous, of a pale 


glaucous green. Fronds in cluſters, nearly horizontal, attached 
to the ground by ſhort radicles, oblong, waved, their diſk co- 
vered' with tufts of the fructification. Calyx of an inverted 
pear-ſhape, like a little bottle or vinegar eruet, erect, pellucid, 
of a finely reticulated ſtructure; its orifice contracted and a 
little notched. Seeds forming a globe in the bottom of the 


calyx, clothed with a fine tranſparent ſkin, and, as Micheli ob-

ſerves, not intermixed with any fibres, 


Mr. Dickſon firſt made this plant known to the Engliſh bo- 


taniſt, and reduced it to the genus of Targionia. We are very 
loath to difſent from our great Cryptogamiſt, but on mature 
deliberation think it ſafeſt to retain Micheli's original genus, 
the eſſential character being ſo very clear, and the habit ſo 
totally diſtin from the true Targionia (ſee our t. 287), which 
is of the ſame natural tribe as Marchantia ; whereas Sphero- 
carpus is cloſely allied to Blaſia in habit, and not far remote in

generic character. As to the name, we retain it on the ground 


of originality, though writers on Fungi have applied it to ſome 


pun of their own, and Gmelin in his heedleſs compilations . 


has called a plant in Monandria Spherocarpus. It is beſt never 
to apply any old name (though laid aſide) to a new genus; 
but the ſound principles of nomenclature have of late been tos 
much ſighted.

Hiruzzxro this curious Lichen has been found only in 
Dumfriesſhire, Scotland, by the Rev. Dr. Burgeſs, but our 
ſpecimens were gathered laſt ſummer on trunks of trees in 
the wild and beautiful country about the Devil's bridge, Car- 
diganſtire, and at Hafod in that neighbourhood, by Dr. Smith. 
It grows, by no means copiouſly, in patches about as broad as 
the hand, the fronds being lobed, finuated, curled and cluſtered 
rogether, ſo as to elevate one another into a thick cuſhion-like 
tuft ; their ſubſtance is thin and pellucid, of a dull green, 
ſmooth above, finely downy beneath, when dry becoming of a 
purpliſh brown, and the under fide whitiſh or hoary. The 
thields ariſe from the diſk of the frond, in tolerable plenty 
when they are at all to be found, and the frond protruding 
with them makes them ſeem pedunculated, though they are 
really ſeſſile; their diſk is ſlightly concave, ſmooth, red brown, 
with a narrow, ſcarcely perceptible, border of its own ſubſtance 
and colour, and the whole encloſed in a luxuriant curled*leafy 
elevated margin of the colour and texture of the frond. : 
Mr. Lightfoot deſcribes the ſhields as, when wet, of the 
ſame colour with the leaves; whereas they are of a rather 
brighter brown in that ſtate than when dry. Indeed his whole 
deſcription is not made with all that attention which fo new 
and fingular an object deſerved.

I N the north of England, and in Scotland according to Mr. 
Lightfoot, this ſpecies of Campanula is not unfrequent, though 
rare in the ſouthern counties..

Mr. Roſe obſerved it in Forehoe 
wood near Kimberley, Norfolk. Our wild ſpecimen grew near 
Dunſtable, where it was firſt remarked and aſcertained by our 
obliging correſpondent the Rev. Mr. Abbot, for many botaniſts 
overlook this plant for C. Trachelium.

R AY thioks: this tree, ſo om n in hedges, & c. about 
houſes, is not really a native of Britain. We have not obſerved 


it in any very wild places. It is ſaid to prefer a maritime ſituation 


and expoſure, but will grow even in a mountainous one. Being 
a large, very handſome, quick growing tree, and not injurious 
to graſs, it was much planted about houſes formerly, though 
Evelyn complains that the leaves fall early, putrefy, and“ con- 
taminate and mar our walks,” ſo that he would “ baniſh it 
from all curious gardens and avenues.” The wood, as in all 
trees of rapid growth, is ſoft, chiefly uſed for ordinary utenſils. 
Dr. Withering ſays ſugar may be obtained from the ſap, which 
is more remarkably the caſe with the Acer ſaccharinum of

The bark is ſmooth, aſh-coloured. Branches round. Buds 
oppoſite, formed of numerous ſcales. Leaves 5-lobed, the ter- 
minal lobe largeſt, all veined ſtrongly, and unequally ſerrated. 
Stipulz none. Cluſters ſolitary, axillary, long, drooping, branched 
and many-flowered. Flowers drooping. Petals green, very like 
the calyx-ſegments in fize, form, and colour. Germen, very 
hairy. Stigma cloven, revolute. Fruit pendent, ſmooth ; ſeed- 
wings often 3, not much divaricated. It ripens in Auguſt, the 
flowers appearing in May. 

We have great reaſon to ſuſpect there are two varieties if 
not diſtinct ſpecies of this tree, in one of which the leaves are 
glaucous beneath and their ſerratures very diſtant ; the fila- 
ments of this are hairy. Our intelligent friend Andrew Cald- 
well, Eſq. of Dublin, firſt ſuggeſted the idea of this difference, 
and the Linnæan herbarium confirms his ſuſpicion,

We have expreſſed ourſelves as if Dr. Goodenough had called the 
corolla a capſule, in oppoſition to Linnæus; whereas the truth 
is, Linnæus careleſsly uſes nectarium and capfula indifferently for 
the ſame part, and our excellent friend, to whoſe labours in 
this genus the Britiſh botaniſt is ſo much indebted, takes the 
latter term merely as the leaſt exceptionable.

For a wild ſpecimen of this elegant plant we are obliged to 
Miſs Lyſons, who gathered it in Glouceſterſhire in October 
laſt. It grows, though rarely, in corn-fields. Mrs. Pleſtow, of 
Watlington, in Norfolk, obſerved it near Denver ſluice in that 
county. . 

Root ſmall, annual. Stem much branched, upright, leafy, 
round, ſtriated. Leaves alternate, thrice compound, the ſeg- 
ments linear, alternate, acute. Flowers ſolitary, terminating 
the branches, inodorous, of a beautiful poliſhed crimſon, each 
petal marked with deep purple at the baſe, and the ſtamina, 
antherz and ſtyles being of the ſame dark colour, give a great 
brightneſs to the red part. Calyx pale green, ſomewhat mem- 
branous, ſoon falling off. Petals about 8, rarely more, often 
fewer, for Linnæus in a manuſcript note in his own Species 
Plantarum confeſſes he took the character there from a luxuri- 
ant flower. This ſpecies is however diſtin enough from the 
E A. ęſtivalis of the ſouth of Europe, with which 

aller in his deſcription, No. 1158, ſeems to confound it, as 
Linnæus formerly did. In that the petals are obovate and nar- 
row, the fruit long and cylindrical; in ours the petals are in- 
verſely heart-ſhaped, concave, the fruit rather ovate, and not 
half ſo long.

Tais rare plant grows wild in ſome few parts of England, 
in ſhady places, eſpecially at Harefield, in a grove now belong- 
ing to William Baynes Eſq. and in ſome parts of Buckingham. 
ſhire not far from thence. Our ſpecimen was obligingly com- 
municated by the Rev. Dr. Goodenough from his garden at 
Ealing, where the Dentaria is perfectly naturalized, and pre- 
ſerves its original wild appearance. 

The root 1s perennial, creeping horizontally, white, fleſhy, 
and ſet with alternate tooth-like protuberances, which gave oc- 
caſion to the generic name. Stem from the terminal bud of 
the laſt year, erect, round, ſimple, 18 to 24 inches high, leafy 
in the middle and upper part. Leaves alternate; the 2 or 3 
lowermoſt pinnate, of 5 leaflets, ſome above them of 3, and 
the upper ones ſimple, gradually lefſening ; leaflets all lanceo- 
late, very irregularly and partially ſerrated, ſmooth, rather 
ſucculent. In the boſom of moſt of the leaves ſtands a ſoli- 
tary, oval, ſcaly, dark purple bud or bulb, which falling off 
vegetates in the ground, and thus the plant is copiouſly pro- 
pagated, like the Lilium bulbiferum ; conſequently its ſeeds are 
ſcarcely ever perfected, as happens to plants that increaſe much 

by root. The flowers are in a terminal corymbus, lilac-colour- 
ed, large and handſome, appearing. early in May.

M R. William Travis of Scarborough gathered the ſpecimen 
here figured on the ſide of a valley in that neighbourhood, 
called the Hole of Horcum, where this alpine plant grows abun- 
dantly, as well as about the Cheyiot hills, Northumberland, 
and in the Highlands of Scotland, flowering in June and July 
It is nearly allied to a favourite American plant, C. canadenſis, 
but does not thrive ſo well in a garden. | 

Root perennial, creeping, long and ſlender. Stems perfect- 
ly herbaceous, erect, riſing to the height of 3 or 4 inches, 
io leafy. Leaves oppoſite, ſeſſile, ovate, entire, ſtrongly 
ribbed, without ſtipulæ. Flowers in a little terminal pedun- 
culated umbel, with a large involucrum of 4 ovate unequal 
white leaves, often bordered with red, and turning green as the 
fruit ripens. Each flower ſtands on a ſhort partial ſtalk, and is 
in every part, except the ſtamina, of an exceedingly deep pur- 
ple, almoſt black. Stamina and antherz whitiſh. The umbel 
might eaſily be taken, by a caſual obſerver, for one ſimple 
flower with 4 white petals, and we are afraid Ray underſtood 
it ſo, having perhaps not ſeen it alive. The fruit is round, red, 
ſweetiſn. On each ſide the ſtalk that ſupports the umbel ariſes 
the rudiment of a branch, which overtops the fruit before it 
arrives at maturity.

It grows in alpine ſituations, flowering about 
July, and has hitherto been announced as a native of our iſland, 
in the 2d volume of the Linn. Society's Tranſactions only.

I N plate 209 of the preſent publication we exhibited the 
other only true Britiſh ſpecies of Oſnunda (for O. Spicant is a 
Blechnum, and O. criſpa a Pteris), and we then promiſed to 
give the fructification in a future plate. All we know of that 
part is the capſule, conſiſting of a ſmall globe, ſeparating into 
two equal hemiſpheres, without any ring or bandage, and con- 
taining innumerable ſeeds like fine duſt. 

The Moonwort, ſo called from an obſcure creſcent-like ſhape 
in its leaves, is by no means a common plant ; it grows in both 
moiſt and dry paſtures, among graſs, and arrives at perfection 
the end of June or early in July. Mrs. Kett of Seething fa- 
voured us with this ſpecimen from a meadow near her houſe. 

The root conſiſts of thick fibres, from which ariſes one ſimple 
ſtem, or (as analogy requires it to be called) a frond, compoſed 
of a pinnate notched leaf, and a branching ſpike of capſules, 
Every part is ſmooth, but not poliſhed, of a pale green, the 
capſules turning to a yellowiſh brown as they ripen. Some- 
times the leaf is bipinnate, but that variety is rare.

V y E received this plant from the Rev. Mr. Abbot of Bed- 
ford, who found it at Everholt. Mr. Sims, druggiſt, of Nor- 
wich, ſhewed Dr. Smith ſpecimens gathered in Lancaſhire, and 
Mr. Relhan mentions it as a native of Cambridgeſhire ; but it 
is perhaps the rareſt Britiſh Geranium. It inhabits dry paſ- 


tures and thickets, chiefly in mountainous countries, flowering 


early in ſummer, and is often cultivated in gardens.

| TRE Linnæan Herbarium has no ſpecimen of che Potamo-

We are ſure this is what 
Mr. Relhan intended, having received ſpecimens from him- 
ſelf.

GarhERED very abundantly Sept. 8, 1795, at Camberwell 
in a pond partly dried up, alſo on the mud of ditches in that 
neighbourhood.

Tuns ſpecies of Statice is hardly to be found in any other 
part of Great Britain than on the coaſt of Norfolk, where it 
covers many acres of muddy falt marſhes with its blue flowers 
in July and Auguſt, eſpecially about Wells, Cley and Holk- 
ham. Our ſpecimen was gathered below Wiſbeach, by the 
Rev. Mr. Hemſted. 

Root ſtrong, woody and perennial, bearing thick tufts of ſmall, 
narrow, obovate, or wedge-ſhaped, leaves, ſlightly pointed, and 
entire. Stalks proſtrate, deſtitute of leaves, very much branch- 
ed, the branches zigzag, matted and entangled with each other, 
with an ovate, ſharp, membranous braQtea at each divarication. 
The bark in our ſpecimens is a little criſped and tuberculated, . 
which we do . not obſerve in the Linnzan ones. Many of the 
branches are barren, and thoſe often reflexed, but not always.

GATHERED by the Rev. Mr. Hemſted on a dry bank 
near Newmarket; Mr. Dickſon found it on barren graſſy ſpots 
near Croydon.

Each plant is ſimple, with a fibrous root, a few lanceolate, 
entire, pointed, pellucid, ſpreading leaves, which vary in 
breadth, and from the centre of which ariſes a ſhort, reddiſh, 
curved and recurved ſtalk, bearing a roundiſh capſule of the 
ſame colour.

Ray mentions this ſhrub as growing in a clay ſoil. We 
have obſerved it moſt plentifully, and apparently in its true 
wild ſituation, in chalky places, as about Henley, Oxfordſhire ; 
not but that it occurs alſo here and there in the woods and 
hedges of moſt parts of England, flowering in May. : 

It is a thickly-branched ſhrub or ſmall tree, growing to a 
larger ſize in the north of England (as Ray alſo remarks) than 
in the ſouth; its twigs round, pliant, and mealy, with the 
ſame kind of tufted ſtellated pubeſcence as is found on the 
flower-ſtalks, backs, and even upper fides of the leaves. The 
leaves are oppoſite, as in the whole genus, ſomewhat ellip- 
tical, heart-ſhaped at the baſe, obtuſe, ſerrated, ſtrongly veined, 
without ſtipulæ. Flowers in large terminal cymes, white, with 
yellowiſh antheræ. Stigmas ſeſſile, very ſhort and thick. Berries 
compreſſed. When young (as in our figure) they are red on the 
outermoſt ſide, yellow on the other; but when quite ripe they 
turn black.

The true E. wy of Linnzus is 
a perfectly diſtinct ſpecies, found in the ſouth of Europe, with 


very hairy involucra and capſules. His friFa, though ſo well 


deſcribed in the 1oth edition of Sy/?. Nat. was afterwards omitted 
by Linnzus, and confounded (as his herbarium ſhews) with 
verrucoſa. The ſpecimen there preſerved, being from the Le- 
vant, is more luxuriant than ours, ſo that the ſecond divifions 


of the umbel are moſtly three together. The ſynonyms of the 


verrucoſa are in all authors ſo —— confuſed, that we can 
anſwer for none but the above. Ray ſeems (which is ſeldom 
the caſe with him) to have begun the confuſion, by taking this 


Engliſh plant for the Tithymalus verrucoſus of John Bauhin, a

Stems weak, 
procumbent if the tendrils meet with nothing to cling to for 
ſupport, angular and furrowed, as are alſo the common foot- 
ſtalks of the leaves.

Mr. Hudſon's variety g of his V. /athyroides is generally 
agreed to be a variety of the ſativa.

O NE of the moſt common of all graſſes, in paſtures, hedges, 
thickets, ' & c. remarkable for thriving under the ſhade and 
drippings of trees, and thence ſometimes (as Dr. Withering 
mentions) called Orchard Graſs. It is a harſh coarſe graſs, 
not eaten by cows (according to the experiments of Linnzus), 
nor much preferred by other domeſtic animals.

Fs W perſons would ſuppoſe the diminutive herb before 
us to be the origin of our luxuriant garden Aſparagus, com- 
monly called Sparrow-graſs, and _ vulgarly Grafe It grows 
wild in maritime places in the ſouth of England, abundantl 
on the pebbly beach oppoſite the ferty going from Weymou 
to Portland Iſland, from whence we received it by favour of 
A. B. Lambert, Eſq. flowering in Auguſt. 

Root perennial, creeping, with very long thick ſimple fibres, 
as in moſt of this natural order. Stem erect, occaſionally pro- 
cumbent, round, ſimple, and bearing alternate ſcales (or ſtipulæ 
without leaves below, in the upper part branching in a panicled 
alternate manner.

SAFFRON has very little right, as Profeſſor Martyn ob- | 


ſerves, to a place in the Britiſh Flora, having been introduced 
from the ſouth of Europe for culture as a medicinal, plant. 
We ſhould ſcarcely indeed have followed the example of our 
predeceſſors in retaining it, were it not for the authority of 
the Rev. Mr. Wood, who found it about Halifax, and of Mr. 
Whately, who obſerved it near Derby, according to Dr. Wi- 
thering. Our ſpecimen came from Saffron Walden, the only 


place in which this article of the materia medica is now pro- 


duced for ſale in England. See a full account of it in the 
Flora Ruſtica and Medical Botany. 

Root a depreſſed bulb. Leaves all radical, inveſted with 
membranous ſheaths, from which they emerge but little before 
the flowers fade; they are linear, dark green above, with a 
white longitudinal furrow ; pale beneath, with a very promi- 
nent but flattened mid rib; their margins ſlightly revolute.

Broverr from Cardiganſhire laſt ſummer by Dr. Smith. 
It grows on trunks of trees, in the mountainous counties of 
Great Britain, not unfrequently. 
The fronds are remarkably thick and cork-like, elevated 
from the bark on which they grow by a denſe ſpongy coat of 
blue or lead-coloured down, that is often prominent and viſi- 
ble beyond the margin of the leaf, which ſeems to be forced 
up by it. 'The whole plant has very much the texture of 
Boletus verſicolor, as Dillenius well obſerved ; though, not 
having ſeen it recent, his deſcription and figure are far from 
excellent. Mr. Lightfoot's are much better. The upper ſur- 
face is ſmooth, but not ſhining, often longitudinally wrinkled. 
The ſhields are very numerous, ſcattered over the diſk of the 
frond, and often cluſtered and confluent, of a ſmall ſize, flat, 
reddiſh-brown or ruſty-coloured, with an entire margin nearly 
of the ſame colour. Specimens which bear no ſhields are fre- 
quently nearly covered with grey granulations or warts, which 
have been preſumed to be the male flowers, and are what 
Hedwig takes for ſuch. We are inclined to ſuſpect them to be 
rather analogous to gemmæ, or the bulbs of Lilium bulbiferum, 
Dentaria bulbifera, &c. and that (as in thoſe) the plant which 
bears them has a leſs tendency to bear flowers or ſeeds; though 
theſe warts do alſo occur on the ſhield-bearing fronds. We

is an uncommon, and not generally known ſpecies, growing 


in moiſt ſhady places, among graſs, and by the margins of 
little rills, bearing its fruit in the ſpring. 

Root perennial. Stems ſhort, ſlender, ſimple at firſt, clothed 
with thick-ſet, alternate, lanceolate, pointed, entire leaves, 
of a bright pellucid green. Stalk terminal, a little longer 
than the ſtems, reddiſh, ſhining, pellucid and ſucculent. 
Capſule pendulous, when young green, pear-ſhaped and very 
obtuſe, with a depreſſed lid; but as it ripens becoming of a 
fleſh-coloured red, and when arrived at maturity the orifice is 
much dilated, ſo that in ſome ſpecimens the capſule may be 
called almoſt campanulate. Our figure is not in that advanced 
ſtate. The veil we have not ſeen. Dillenius repreſents it as 
awl-ſhaped and very tender, falling off the young capſules be- 
fore they begin to nod. When the fruit is ripe, young ſhoots 
are protruded from the top of the ſtem, fo that the fruit-ſtalks 
are no longer terminal. | | | 

We have compared ours with the ſpecimens of Dillenius,
